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The Public Health 
Aspects Veterinary 
Medicine 
ROBERT DYER, M.D. 


Veterinary medicine has had four major func- 
tions the fiéld public health: meat inspec- 
tion, milk animal products inspection, 
and the control animal diseases transmissible 
man. the first three these functions, ac- 
complishment unquestioned, but such problems 
brucellosis; food poisoning outbreaks, and 
trichinosis point continuing responsibility. 
With the appearance new food products 
animal origin and new food-processing methods, 
the veterinary has additional re- 
sponsibility the cooperative promulgation 
new laws and regulations. 

About the fourth its traditional functions 
public health, the control animal diseases 
transmissible man, veterinary medicine has 
cause for concern. Over the past decade, there 
substantial evidence perceptible decline the 
morbidity and mortality those diseases, the 
control which dependent upon environmental 
control upon improvement resistance in- 
fection immunization. The same can not 
said, unfortunately, about rabies, brucellosis, 
psittacosis, and anthrax, where there little evi- 
dence downward trend the amount 
danger, prolonged disability, and economic loss 
associated with these diseases. Typhus, tularemia, 
Rocky Mountain spotted fever, encephalitis, and 
relapsing fever continue take their toll and 
focus attention upon vector control and eradica- 
tion animal reservoirs. These are matters 
which point the responsibility 
public health. 

The failure apply veterinary medicine 
public health the fault both the public 
health medical officers who have been negligent 
stimulating veterinary interest, and the 
veterinarians who have little public health con- 
sciousness, perhaps due lack understand- 
ing public health organization, its objectives 
and methods. the operating level the 
local health department that the need for mutual 
endeavor greatest. The veterinarian should 
know the local health officer and his attitude 
toward public health problems concern the 
veterinary profession. With employees official 
agencies, the approach should joint plan- 
ning and properly designated action. However, 
community where the health officer denies 
the existence problems interest the veteri- 
narian, the responsibility the veterinarian, 
through tactful leadership and community educa- 
tion, demonstrate such problems and sug- 
gest possible solutions. further responsibility 
the veterinarian public health lies pro- 
fessional and lay education, for 
there will not follow the deserved recognition 
and support their program. 


There are research opportunities the fields 
veterinary bacteriology, epidemiology, and im- 


munology, which will contribute knowledge 
sorely needed the battle against major public 
health problems. The animal reservoirs many 
infections have not been thoroughly determined, 
and wild life research essential control 
these diseases. The field veterinary adminis- 
tration, relates public health, relatively 
unstudied. 


The State Department Public Health recog- 
nizes mutual interests and joint responsibility 
public health activities. order anticipate the 
active contribution and the participa- 
tion the veterinary profession, the Department 
employs veterinarian interpret the policies 
and practices us, and advise the profession 
turn our and objectives. 


With patience, understanding, and cooperative 
participation public health programs, the 
veterinary profession can make substantial con- 
tributions the public health the citizens 
California and can provide national leadership 
through demonstration and education the de- 
velopment phase public health too long 
neglected.

held coincidentally with the regular sessions 
the association. 


the opinion your Ways and Means 
Committee that the membership the Executive 
Committee should reduced seven rather 
than increasing its original number nine. 
The judgment seven men can mature and 
considered that nine and decisions are more 
readily arrived with the lesser number. More- 
over, the interest economy, traveling ex- 
penses being reduced, the lesser number de- 
sirable. 


Due the increased responsibility the posi- 
tion not believed that any man should 
appointed the president the Executive Com- 
mittee, the present procedure. should 
elected the Association are the other 
executives the Association. also believed 
that for the sake continuity government and 
policies, the best can served mak- 
ing the immediate Past President member 
the Committee. Thus addition the elective 
officers and the immediate Past President only one 
member should elected the Executive Com- 
mittee. affect this end both Constitution and 
the By-Laws must altered. 

generally believed, and your committee 
concurs, that Junior Members should pay least 
five dollars annual dues instead two, and that 
they should enjoy full membership. present 
they are not privileged vote hold office. 
permit this also requires change the By-Laws. 

Your Committee has proposed writing, 
the Executive Committee, suitable amendments 
the Constitution and By-Laws provide for 
above recommendations and correct and clarify 
other provisions now existing. full report 
this will presented the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

There are other problems for which your com- 
mittee offers solution, but wishes present 
for discussion and general information. 

The Junior Members, for the most part em- 
ployees, have expressed themselves objecting 
the payment $25 after they have been out 
school only year. Some believe that the 
Junior Membership should exist for period 
two years after graduation. 

There definite feeling among public health 
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veterinarians that they are not getting the returns 
from membership which they are entitled. 
Your committee has discussed the subject 
length with some them and believed that 
solution can arrived round table 
discussion consisting group representing the 
practitioner and another representing the public 
health veterinarians. The latter seem have 
definite program present, hence there should 
difficulty. 

Some members the public health group ob- 
ject the terms and the 
classification members. They feel that the term 
indicates lesser degree member- 
ship, spite the fact that their rights and 
privileges are specifically set forth identical 
those active members. 

These and many other problems will have 
solved. Indubitably, errors have been made and 
there will most certainly personal grievances 
individuals groups, which may real 
imaginary. any event, paramount that 
every veterinarian the State must assume his 
just share the responsibility make this pro- 
gram work. 

there are any grievances, they should 
aired the proper places, that meetings, 
that proper remedial steps can taken. Too 
many are prone nurse privately, per- 
haps confide friend, conditions that be- 
lieve wrong. Such behavior precludes 
solution. 

the proposed plans that have for this 
association are succeed, every man and woman 
must cooperate the fullest degree, de- 
termined make success, regardless how 
feel about things for the time being, and this 
cooperation must extend your 
Executive Secretary. His destiny well our 
own inter-woven. now one and 
are part him. His success our success 
and vice versa. not only expects our support, 
entitled it, and certainly should get it. 
Every man should resolve see the thing through 
for least two years. that time not 
successful then let fall its own weight. 

Finally, gentlemen, your Executive Committee 
and least all the Ways and Means Committee, 
are not purporting run this Association. They 
were given unsolicited, unwanted and thank- 
less task requiring more than ordinary efforts and 
one great responsibility. This has 
functioned the best its limited ability and 
judgment, and fully realizes that the fruits its 
labor are incomplete, and way measure 
the ultimate goal which sought. only 
inauguration, the final results resting the 
shoulders the entire membership.
